House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Con- 


gress assembled (two-thirds of 
each house concurring therein), 
That the following amendment to 
the Constitution, be, and hereby 
proposed to the States, to be- 
come valid as a part of the Con- 
stitution ratified by the 
legislatures of the several ‘tates 
as provided by the Constitu- 
tion. 

“That the terms of President 
and Vice President of the Unit- 
States elected after adoption of 
this amendment shall commence 
at noon on the third Munday in 
January following their election. 

“The terms of Senators and 
Representatives elected after 
adoption of this amendment shall ° 
commence at noon on the first 
Monday in January following 
their election. 

“That the Congress srall as- 
semble at least once in cach ‘year 
and each meeting shall b2 on the 
fires Monday in January unless 
they shall by law appoint a dif- 
ferent day.”’

Sergeant Michael B. Bilis, who in 
three successive single-handed 
charges upon German machine gun 
nests captured 53 of the enemy and 
their 10 machine guns, advanced to 
the matrimonial altar today in 
trembling that shook the clustered 
medals on his breast. 

Sergeant Ellis was decorated in 
the Coliseum by Gen. Pershing with 
the Congressional Medal of Honor, 
bestowed upon only 77 others who 
fought in the world war and upon 
only one other St. Louisan, Capt.

| ARE THEY LOST TO SHAME? 

| After much difficulty the 1921 Missouri Legislature 
was induced to revise our election laws 80 a8 to give 
‘the Board of Election Commissioners full control in 
the appointment of judges and clerks of election. 
The power of appointment, theretofore, was placed 
largely in the hands of the political committees of the 
two parties and they did not hesitate to abuse it to 
gain an advantage. Among other provisions o: the 
revised laws of 1921 was this relating to the qualifica- 
tions of judges and clerks: ° 


No person shall be appointed nor serve as & 
judge co clerk in any election or pegistration — 
has been convicted of an offense punishab of 4 
imprisonment in fthe penitentiary, or who ne 
been confined in any county fail, ripe egg 
penitentiary or house of correction within e 
years prior to such appointment. 


One would suppose that this provision was liberal 
enough with respect to the employment of ex-convicts 
to conduct our elections since it excluded those only 
who had been recently released from the penitentiary. 
The gangsters, however, think otherwise and tue 
_Missouri Legislature is now seriously considering a 
bill not only to take away from the Board of Election 
| Commissioners the power of appointment but to abol- 
ish disqualification on the ground of service in the 
penitentiary, however recent.

| The galvanic effect of the bond issue election al- 
ready has begun to be felt in St. Louis, Young men 
are expressing more confidence in St. Louis as a city 
of the future, satisfying their ideals of a permanent 
home and a permanent business or professional loca- 
tion.

The happiest effect in St. Louig aside from the re- 
alization of the improvements themselves, however, 
is the new interest already manifested and to be in- 
creasingly enlisted in municipal affairs. The bonds 
must not be misspent. Therefore, honest, competent 
and independent officials must be elected to positions 
of power in the city hall. The eye directed to the 
public business fo watch the carrying out of the bond 
program will see other things. The city pride en- 
kindled by the new beauties and institutions of a re- 
born city will demand other improvements to match. 

St. Louis now, for instance, will crave more in- 
sistently than ever an adequate and modern street 
transportation system. It will demand a square deal 
in regulation and an improved plant which must ulti- 
mately include subways. With a rapid growth in 
population assured hope will be revived in the re- 
covery of fourth place in the rank of American cities. 
Along with this will come a new ambition for the 
removal of the barriers which now separate the city 
from its big overflow of population in the county. 

These matters have long sorely needed the interest 
and attention of St. Louisans. Now, more than ever, 
citizent of St. Louis must realize their dependence 
on civic affairs for the furtherance of their own pri- 
vate interests. They will be inspired by an ambition 
to “finish the job.” The energy and interest aroused 
in municipal problems by the bond election may be- 
come of more value than the proceeds of the bonds 
themselves.

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| AMAZING PRESIDENTIAL TACTICS. 

The Washington Bureau of the Post-Dispatch has 
learned of surprising tactics on the part of the Presi- 
dent to defeat the $57,000,000 rivers and lgarbors ap- 
propriation attached to the army bill. Word has 
reached Senators, writes our informant, that the 
President has sent instructions to the Secretary of 
War not to permit the army-engineers to spend for 
river and harbor work a cent in excess of the $27,- 
000,000 allowed in the budget. 

This, according to the account, would be the Presi- 
dent’s way of defeating Congress. Instead of vetoing 
the measure and letting Congress repass the army bill 
without the addendum, he would approve the measure 
openly with his signature and.kill it surreptitiously 
with an executive order nullifying the will of Con- 
gress. Thus he would seek the credit of letting the 
appropriation go through and dodge the blame of not 
letting it go through. 

It is difficult to believe, even on the best of author- 
ity, that the President would resort to such tactics 
Woodrow Wilson, in all his alleged autocracy, never 


shrank to meet openly and courageously an‘ issue 
with Congress. And Harding was elected on a plat- 
form promising a departure from the methods of 
Wilson. 

This certainly is a departure, but not in the direc- 
tion intended by the voters. It is in the direction 
opposite to both courage and frankness. If Mr. 
Harding.is not the author of such a scheme he should 
deny it forthwith. If he adheres to it he will be 
placing a mighty club in the hands of his enemies. 
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PUBLICITY IN BOND WORK. 
Not only ought there to be an open, free discussion 


of the selection of the first improvements to be under- 
taken by the city in carrying out the bond issue pro- 
gram, but the Citzens’ Advisory Committee, in con- 
junction with municipal officials, should adopt a pol- 
icy of publicity in handling the bond issue projects. 

The Advisory Committee was created to represent 
citizens in the work of carrying out the bond pro- 
gram. It should enable the people to keep in close 
touch with all deveiopments of bond issue projects. 
Publicity is the best safeguard against any sort of 
impropriety or wrormgdoing in public projects and 
against the exercise of corrupt or improper influ- 
ences. It is only through publicity that public con- 
fidence can be w@ and held. 

The bond issue was a people’s bond issue; it was 
started, planned and voted by the people, and the 
people should have full information touching decisions, 
the reasons for them and the expenditure of the 
money.

THE INTERESTED PARTIES. 

There are two main classes of persons who are ad- 
vocating an extension of the Federal taxing power 
so as to include within it the income from bonds is- 
sued by the states and their political subdivisions.

attended the hearing, and exhibited his grasp of the 
fundamentals of our policy by asserting that “a spe- 
clal exemption of state bonds from a general income 
tax would, if it increased the market price of these 
securities, be tantamount to a gift from the national 
Government to the state governments.” Yet a man of 
his educational reputation should know that the 
states enjoy no exemption whatever in the matter of 
borrowing on tax-free bonds, for the simple reason 
that they created the Federal Government as a lim- 
ited ‘agency, reserving the great mass of sovereign 
powers to themselves to prevent abuses by the Fed- 
eral agents. 

Prof. Seligman, like many other moderns, views 
the Bederal Government no longer as a limited agency 
of the states but as an overshadowing and supreme 
unitary government of the country,\ which, in fact. 
it is fast becoming. That such is his view 
was revealed in 1911 when, in urging a Federal income 
tax law, he suggested that the states refrain from col- 
lecting direct taxes themselves in consideration of re- 
ceiving annual doles from the Federal Treasury. 

As we have repeatedly asserted, the so-called tax. 
exempt problem has its cause in Federal extravagance, 
necessitating oppressive Federal taxes to support it. 
Its cure does not lie in extending the field of Federal 
taxation, but in restricting that field so as to compel 
frugality, as Senator Kinney proposes in his joint 
resolution now before the Missour!l Legislature to 
limit the Federal power of taxation in time of peace. 
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This man who has suffered a complete loss of mem- 
ory must be a corporation director expecting to face 
a congressional inquiry.

ROBABLY the best laugh everybody has

Lord Carnarvon subsequently exhibited the 
original, which bore not merely the royal car- 
touche, but the well-known picture of St. Louis 
going to the front on horseback. 

Each fresh discovery in the tomb of Tutank- 
hamen throws light upon something already 
found. Thus, having heard Lord Carnarvon 
out, the crowd dashed with sundry yells and 
wild archaeological whoops for the tomb of 
Amenotep I, where the odds and ends of the 
great find are kept. There is one group of 
these which has puzzlea everybody. It has 
been supposed t)-at they probably were models 
of a new capital which Tutankhamen had in 
mind. What seems to have occurred to every- 
body when the race for the tomb of Amenotep 
I began was that they are likely the architec- 
tural models for the St. Louis bond improve- 
ménts.

All Salary Increases Denied and 
Other Items Cut by Tax 
Commission. 


The State Tax Commission at Jef- 
ferson City has approved $243,800 


of the $354.800 two-year budget sub- 
mitted by the State Board of Chari- 
ties and Corrections, Homer Talbot, 
secretary of the board, said yester- 
day. All salary increase’ were de- 
nied, the $80,000 building fund asked 
for was eut to $30,000, and the $100,- 
000 appropriation asked for the sup- 
port of child wards of the State was 
reduced to $90,000. However, the 
apportionment was more than dou- 


Legislature. 

The Board of Charities and Cor- 
rections supervises and inspects all 
State eleemosynary institutions. It 
also has jurisdiction over needy and 
dependent children, placing them in 
homes and directing their education. 
Talbot says there ig apparently no 
hope for help from the Legislature 
in the matter of county poorhouses. 
The economical turn of this Legisla- 
ture has discouraged advocates of a 


poorhouse for the use of counties 
unable or unwilling to take care of 
their indigent. The only thing done 
in this line was the passage of bill 
permitting counties to combine and 
provide common quarters for their 
poor at the discretion of the coun- 
ties. 

The Board of Charities, in its re- 
port for the last two-year period, 
lists 10 county poorhouses as “very 
poor” or “inferior,” and 19 others as 
poor and “inadequate.” Seventeen 
counties have no poorhouses, farm- 
ing out their dependents. The board 
recommended the State poorhouse 
plan, but has not attempted the in- 
troduction of a bill because of thé 
outlook. “ae 

In its report the board also tecom- 
mended the plan of having a State 
farm for jail prisoners whose terms 
are more than 30 days. Inspectors 
directed by the. board visit every 
poorhouse and jail at least once a 
year. :

In one of his letters to Mary »e- 
fore their marriage Livingstone 
wrote: 

“* * ®© And now, my i dearest, 
farewell. May God bless you. Let 
your affection be towards Him much 
more than towards me; and kept by 
His power and grace, I hope I shall 
never give you cause to regret that 
you gave me a part. Whatever 
friendship we feel towards each oth- 
er, let us always look to Jesus as 
our common friend and guide, and 
may He shield you with his ever- 
lasting arms from every evil.” 

After eight years of married life 
Livingstone could still feel inspired 
to send his wife this letter: 

“Cape Town, May 65, 1892. 

“My Dearest Mary: How’I miss 
you and the dear children! My 
heart yearns incessantly for you. 
Ho® many thoughts of the past 
crowd in my mind! I feel as if [ 
would treat you much more tender- 
ly and lovingly than ever. You have 
been a great blessing to me. You 
attended to my comforts in many 
ways. May God bless you for al} 
your kindness. I see no face now 
to be compared with that sunburnt 
one which has so often greeted tm 


with its kind looks. * * * You mays 


read the letters over again which 
I wrote you at Mabosta—the sweet 
time, you know. As I told you be- 
fore, I tell you again, they are true, 
true; there is not a bit of hypocrisy 
in them. I never show all my feel- 
ings; but I can say truly, my dear- 
est, that I loved you when I married 
you and the longer I lived with you 
I loved you the better.”
